New  York  State  has,  for  roany  years,  produced  large 
quantities  of  apple  cider,  evaporated  apples,  canned  apples  and 
apple-sauce',  and  other  apple  products.      In  recent  years  there 
has  been  a  growing  interest  in  extending  the  Ase  of  apples  in 
valuable  food , beverages  and  industrial  products.      The  apple- 
manufacturing  -industry  has  provided  an  outlet  for  large 
quantities  of  apples  which,  be.cause  of  quality  or  of  market  con- 
ditions, could  not  readily  or  economically  be  sold  for  cons^jmption 
as  fresh  fruit;     this  fruit  hc-s  ordinarily  been  moved  at  harvest 
time  directly  from  the  orcha.rd  to  the  plant  or  mill  with  the 
minimum  of  handling  and  •  sto'rage . 

In  order  to  provide  definite  information  on  the  extent 
to  which  apples  are  used  in  manufacturing  establishments,  a  survey  . 
of  the  industry  was  started  in  the  fall  of  1957.      Lists  of  apple 
evaporators,  coFimercial  and  custom  cider  mills,   rnd  canneries  were 
assembled  through  the  cooperation  of  the  Bureaus  of  Markets  cud 
Food  Control  of  the  Department  of  Artri culture  and  Markets,  the 
town,  village  and  city  clerks  throughout  the  state  rjid  the  Associa- 
tion of  'Nev;  York  State  Canners,  Inc.      Simple  questionnaires , asking 
for  the  quantities  of  apples  received  and  utilized  and  a  few  other 
items,    were  mailed  to  the  operator  of  each  establishment  and  these 
were  followed  up  until  the  enumeration  was  practically  complete. 

Most  of  the  canneries,  larger  cider  mills  and  evf.porators 
had  excellent  records,  though  m.any  of  the  smaller  establishments, 
espe'cially  custom  .cider  mills,  had  incomplete  records  and  frankly 
indicated  that  their  reports  wore  estiraatos.      It  is  b.rlioved 
that  the  tables  contained  herein  represent  the  apple  manufacturing 
situation  with  substajitial  accuracy  for  the  crops  of  1957  and  1958. 
More  complete  records,  and  report  blanks  asking  for  greater  detail, 
may  be  expected  to  increase  the  usefulness  of  similar  information 
in  the  futare, 
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Cordial  acknowledgment  of  the  cooperation  of  the  ovmevs 
or'  operators  of  the  manufacturing  establishments,  for  v/hich  the 
reports  were  submitted,  and  of  r-ll.  others  who  assisted  v/ith  the 
project,  is  made,    .  The  compilations  were  m^ade  in  the  Bureau  of 
Statist! Gs, 
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The  apple  crop  if  1937^  estimated  at  24,340,000  bushels  in 
New  York  State,  was  relatively  heavy,  and  v/as  generally  well  distri- 
but^^d  throughout  the  state,  both  in  the  intensive  commercial  areas 
of  the  Ontario,  Hudson  and  Champlain  districts,   and  also  in  the 
less  intensive  areas  and  in  the  scattered  farm  orchards  throughout 
the  state.      In  contrast,   the  1938  crop,  inj'ured  by  spring  freezes, 
except  in  more  favorable  locations,  v/as  relativelj^  light,  the 
heaviest  crops  being  found  in  the  more  intensive  commercial  areas 
best  adapted  to  the  production  of  apples  and  which  suffer  least 
from  adverse  weather  conditions,  the  state  total  crop,  preliminary, 
being  estimated  at  16,380,000  bushels.      In  many  sections  there 
were  so  few  apples  in  1938  that  many  mills  that  had  operated  in 
1937  V7ere  closed  in  1938.
